power of nomination, that of two things ( of which We will neyer 
grant either ) V Ve would ſooner þe content that you ſhould nominate 
and We approye, then you approve and We nominate; The mere n0- 
mination being ſo far from being any thing, that if We could do no 
more, We would never take the pains to do that, when We ſhould 
onely hazard thoſe, whom We cltcemed, to the ſcorn of a refulall, if 
they hapned not to be agrecable not onely to the Judgement, but to the 
paſſion,.intereſt or humour of the preſent major part of cither Houſe, 
Nort'to ſpeak now of the great factions, animoſities, and diviſions 
which this power would introduce in both Houſes, between both 
Houſes, and in the ſeverall Countries, for the choice of perſons to be 
ſent to that place where that power was, and between the perſons thar 
yere ſo choſen, Neither is this ſtrange Potion preſcribed to us onely 
for once, for the cure of a preſent, preſſing, deſperate diſeaſe, but for a

And to ſhew that no more Care is taken of Our Safety, then'of Our 
' Power, after ſogreat indignities offered ro Us, and countenanced by 
thoſe who were moſt obliged to reſent them : After Our Town and: 
Fort kept from Us ( from which , if it were no otherwiſe Ours then 
the whole Kingdome is, We can no more legally be kept our then our 
of Our whole Kingdome, which ſure your ſelves will not deny to be 
Treaſon”) Our Arms, Our Goods ſent away, and Our Money ftopr 
from Us, Our Guards ( in which We haye no other Intention then to 
hinder the end of theſe things from being proportionable ro their be- 
ginnings*) are not onely defired to. be diſmiſſed before fatisfaRtion for 
the injurie, pliini{hmenes of the injurers, and care taken for Our future 
Secaciry from the like : But it is likewiſe' defired, ( and for this Law 
is pretended, and might as well have been for the reſt; which yer with 
fome ingenuity are it ſeerns acknowledged to be but Defires of Grace } 
that We ſhall not for the future raiſe any Guards or extraordin 
Forces, but in caſe of aftuall Rebellion or ' Invaſion, which if it had 
been Law, and fo obſerved iti the time of Our Famous - Predeceſſours, 
few of thoſe ViRtories which have made this Nation famous in other 
parts, could have been legally atchieved, ner could Our bleſſed Prede- 
ceſſour Queen E1i2.4beth, haye ſo defended Her ſelf in 88. And if no 
Forces mult be levied tilt Rebellions and Invafiens ( which will not 
Ray for the calling of Parliaments, and their conſent for raiſing Forces )

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' And as neither care is taken for Our Rights; Honour, ner Safety as 
2 Prince, ſo Our Rights as a” private Perſon are endeayoured eo/he 
had from Us, ir being asked, that it may be unlawfull and puniſhable, 
not onely to conclude, bur event to treat of any. Marriage with any 
Perſon for Onur own Children, or to place Governours about thens, 
without conſeut of Parlrament, and in the intermiſſion of thoſe, with- 
ont the conſent of Onr good Lords of the Conncell; that We may nor 
onely be in a more deſpicable ſtate then any of Our Predecefſours, but 
in a meaner-and viler condition then the loweſt of Our SubeRs, who 
value no liberty they have more, rhen that of the free Education and 
Marriage of their:children, from which'We are asked ro- debar Our 
Self, and have theunore reaſon to take it ill that We'are ſo, becauſe

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For the 6* Deinand, concerning the Laws in force againſt. Feſuites, 
Priefts, and Popiſh Recuſants, VVe have by many of Our Meſſages 
to you, by Our voluntary promiſe-to you, ſo ſolemnly made neyer to 
pardon. any Popiſh Prieſt, by Our ftrict Proclamations lately pub- 
liſhed in this point, and by the publick Examples which VVe have 
made in that caſe fince Our Reſidence at York,and before at London, 
ſufficiently expreſſed Our zeal herein. VVhy do you then ask that in 
which Our own Inclination hath prevented you? And if you can yer 
find any more effetuall Courle to diſable them from Diſturbing the 
State or eluding the Law by truſts or otherwiſe, VVe ſhall willingly, 
give Our Conſent to it. _ 

For the 7, concerning the V ates of Popiſh Lords, VVe underſtand. 
that they in diſcretion have withdrawn themſelves from the ſervice of 
the Houſe of Peers, ( and had done {o when- uſe was publickly made 
of their names to aſperſe the Votes of that Houſe, which was then. 
counted as Malignant as thoſe ( who are called Or unknown and un-. 
ſworn C _—_ are now ) neither do We conceive that fuch a 
poſitive Law againſt the Votes of any whoſe bloud gives them thar 
righr, is ſo proper in regard of the Priviledge of Parliament, but are 
content, that ſo long as they ſhall not be conformable to the Dorine 
and Diſcipline of the Church of England, they ſhall not be admitted 
to fit in the Houſe of Peers, bur onely to give their Proxies to ſuch, 
Proteſtant Lords as they ſhall chuſe, who are to diſpoſe of them as 
they themſelves ſhall think fir, without any Reference at all to the 
Giver.

Church 
Government and Liturgie; We had. hoped, that what We had. for- 
merly declared concerning the ſame, had been fo ſufficiently under 
Rood by you and all good Subjects, that We ſhould not need to have 
expreſſed Our Self further in it. We told you in Our. Anſwers to.

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your Petition preſented to Us at Hampron-Conrt the firſt of Deceinber, 
T hat for any illegall Innovations which may have crept in, We ſhould 
willingly concur in the removall of them ; That if Our Parliament 
ſhould adviſe Us to call a Nationall Synode, which may duly examine 
ſuch Ceremonies as give juſt cauſe of Offence to any, We ſhould take it 
into Conſideration, and apply Onur Self to give due ſatufattion there. 
in; That We were per ſwaded in Our Conſcience,that no Church could 
be found upon the Earth that profeſſeth the true Reltgion with more 
purity of Dottrine, then the Charch of England doth, nor where the 
Government and Diſcipline are 1oyntly more beautified, and free from 
Superſtition, then as they are here eſtabliſhed by Law ; which ( by 
the grace of God) We will with Conftancie maintain( while We live) 
in their Purity and Glory, not onely againſt all Invaftons of Popery, 

but alſo from the Irreverence of thoſe many Schiſmaticks and Separa- 

riſts, wherewith of late this Kingdome and Our City of London a- 

bounds, to the great diſhonour and hazard both of Church and State, 

For the ton of whom We required your timely and ave al- 

filtance. We told you in Our firſt declaration, printed by the advice 

of Our Privie Councell, That for differences amongſt our ſelves for 
matters indifferent in their own nature concerning Religion, We ſhould 
in tenderneſſe to any number of Our loving S diefts very willingly 
comply with the advice of Our Parliament, that ſome Law might be 

made for the exemption of tender conſciences from puniſhment or pro- 
ſecution for ſuch Ceremonies, and in ſuch caſes, which by the indge- 

ment of moſt men are hel4 to be matters indifferent, and of ſome to be 

abſolutely unlawful ; Provided, that this eaſe ſhould be attempted 

and purſued with that modeſtie, temper and ſubmiſſion, that in the 

mean time the Peace and quiet of the Kingdome be not diſturbed, the 
Decencie and comelineſſe of Gods Service diſcountenanced, nor -the

which He deſires them to enter into ſpeedily, that the preſent dif

For the Bills you mention, and the Conlulcation you intimate, 
knowing nothing of the particular matters of the one(though We like 
the Titles well ) nor of the manner of the other, but from an Infor- 
mer ( to whom We give little credit; and We wiſh no mandid more ) 
Common fame, We can fay nothing till We ſee them, 

For the 11** We would not have the Oath of all Previe ( ouncel- 
lours & Judges ſtraitned to particular Statutes of one or two particu- 
lar Parliaments, but extend to all Statutes of all Parliaments, and the 
whole Law of the Land, and ſhall willingly conſent that an enguirie 
of all the breaches & violations of theL aw may be given in charge by 
the Juſtices of the Kings Bench every Term, and by the Judges of

and how ſuddenly foeyer to be executed, muſt have fair leave given 
him to go on and purſuc them, no way, how Legall ſoever, after the 
paſſing ſuch a Clauſe, being left to prevent it, 

To conclude; We Conjure you and all men to reſt ſatisfied with the 
Truth of Our Profefl1>ns, and the Reality of Our Intentions ; not to 
ask ſuch things as deny themſelves ; That you Declare againſt Ty. 
mults, and puniſh the Authours. That you allow Us Our Propriery 
in Our Towns, Arms and Goods, and Our Share in the Legiflative 
Power, which would be counted in Us not onely breach of Priviledge, 
but Tyranny and Subverſion of Parliaments to deny to you : Ahd 
when you ſhall have given Us fatisfaftion upon - thoſe Perſons who 
have taken away the One, and recalled thoſe Declarations { particu- 
larly that of the 26* of ay ) and.thole in the point of the CMilrtias 
(Our iuſt Rights, wherein We will no more part with then with Our 
Crown, leſt we inable others by them to take that from Us ) which 
would take away the other ; anddeclined the beginnings of a VVacrre 
againſt Us, under pretence of Our Intention of making one again(t 
you: as We have never oppoſed the firt part of the 13* Demand, 0 
VVe ſhall be ready to concur ith you in the latter. ” 
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And being then confident that the Credit of thoſe Men, who defire a 
general! Combuſtion, will be ſo weakened with you, that they will 
not be able to do this Kingdome ahy more harm, We ſhall be willing 
to grant our generall Pardon,with ſuch Exceptions as ſhall be thought 
fit, and ſhall receive much more joy in the hope of a full and confiant 
happineſſe of Our People in the true Religion, and under the Pro- 
reftion of the Law, by a bleſſed union between Us and Our Parlia- 
ent ( ſo much deſired by Us ) then in any ſuch increaſe of 
Our Own revenue ( how much ſoeyer beyond 
former Grants ) as ( when Our Sub- 
jets were wealthieſt ) Our Par- 
liament could have ſettled 
upon Us,
